(ii)  (a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens  is  carried 
out  at  the  County  Council  laboratories  at  Wakefield.  The 
examination  of  water  and  foodstuffs  is  carried  out  by  the 
County  Analyst  at  Bradford. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

Ambulance  facilities  are  provided  in  conjunction  with  the 
West  Riding  County  Council’s  Ambulance  scheme.  All 
demands  are  sent  through  to  the  Bentley  Ambulance  Depot 
(Telephone:  Doncaster  2310)  and  are  available  for  the 
public  on  the  demand  of  a  Medical  Practitioner  or  in  cases  of 
emergency  by  the  public  themselves. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General. 

The  Tickhill  District  Nursing  Association,  which  is 
affiliated  to  the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nursing  and 
the  West  Riding  County  Nursing  Association,  provides  for 
and  supervises  home  nursing  in  the  district.  A  trained 
nurse  with  the  C.M.B.  qualification  is  appointed  to  perform 
the  duties.  She  resides  in  the  district. 
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(b)  Infectious  Diseases. 

No  provision  is  made  for  nursing-  infectious  cases  in  the 
home.  They  are  usually  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

(d)  Clinics  and  Ante-Natal  Centres. 

None  exist  in  the  Urban  District. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  at  Merton  House,  Christ 
Church  Road,  Doncaster,  is  used  by  patients  in  this  district. 
The  hours  are  as  follows:  —

(e)  Hospitals:  — 

Infectious  Diseases.  Situate  at  Conisborough, 
with  accommodation  for  85  patients.  Distance 
seven  miles.  Erected  1901.  Four  Blocks: 
18  wards. 

Small  Pox.  Accommodation  for  28  patients  at 
Drake  Head  Lane,  Conisborough.  Built  1899. 
Extended  1927. 

The  above  hospitals  are  managed  by  the  Doncaster  and 
Mexborough  Joint  Hospital  Board  with  representatives  from 
Doncaster  R.D.C.,  Mexborough  LLD.C.,  Thurnscoe  U.D.C., 
Bentley-with-Arksey  LLD.C.,  Adwick-le-Street  U.D.C.,  and 
Conisborough  U.D.C. 

The  arrangements  made  in  1905  for  admission  of 
patients  to  the  above  hospital  from  Tickhill  hold  good,  and 
are  adequate  for  the  district.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  (i)  Water. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  now  on  public  supply  in 
this  area  is  605,  an  increase  of  27  on  1945  when  there  were 
578.  61  dwelling  houses  are  not  on  public  supply <  The  main 
has  been  extended  by  200ft.  during  the  year. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Sewage  extensions  were  carried  out  in  1946  on  the 
housing  site,  and  330ft.  of  defective  sewers  in  the  Pinfold 
Lane  and  St.  Mary’s  Gate  area  were  improved. 

The  district  is  satisfactorily  sewered,  except  in  the 
Lindrick  area,  which  is  too  low  to  be  drained  into  existing 
sewers. 

52  houses  in  the  area,  including  the  Lindrick  are  not 
connected  to  sewers. 

The  sewage  works  are  modern  and  satisfactory. 


2r  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  waterways  are  kept  clear  by  the  Trent  Drainage 
Board,  and  drains  leading  into  the  streams  are  connected  to 
the  sewers  where  possible.

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SECTION  D 


HOUSING. 

During-  the  period  of  the  War,  1939-1945,  only  a  limited 
amount  of  approved  essential  repair  work  was  carried  out 
throughout  the  district. 

Preparation  commenced  in  1944  to  enhance  a  housing 
programme  for  commencement  immediately  upon  the 
termination  of  hostilities.  A  scheme  to  erect  18  houses  on  the 
Council’s  Pinfold  Site,  to  complete  the  area,  was  approved 
by  the  Ministry,  and  6  houses  have  been  erected  and  occupied 
to  date. 

An  additional  site  adjacent  to  this  was  purchased,  and 
lay-out  plans  prepared  for  future  development. 
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SECTION  E 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk- 

The  supervision  of  milk  and  dairies  is  now  undertaken  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  and  statistics  are  available  only 
for  the  West  Riding  as  a  whole. 

(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods.

Dear  Sir, 

I  have  pleasure  again  to  report  on  my  inspections  of 
meat,  tinned  foods,  eggs,  etc.,  at  Tickhill  during  the  year 
January  1st  to  December  31st,  1946. 

The  position  is  in  my  view  entirely  satisfactory.  The 
condition  on  delivery  of  both  Englisn  and  Foreign  meat  has 
been  good,  and  only  a  very  small  quantity  has  been  con¬ 
demned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

A  number  of  blown  tins  of  meat  have  been  rejected  and 
replaced. 

The  Refrigerating  Plants  have  been  kept  in  a  clean  con¬ 
dition,  also  the  shops  themselves.
